The 
Dr. left for the lake about 9 o'clock 
last evening. | 

Mr. Cain says that the boat capsized 
in a sudden squall, when about half 
way across the lake. Smidt and Ar- 
thur Bellmere sank almost immedi- 
ately. He thinks Smidt was injured 
in some way When the boat upset. 
Cain and the boy clung to the boat, 
which was driven on the pyramid op- 
posite Watson’s in the course of the 
evening. They landed on the pyra- 
mid and remained there all night. At- 
ter daylight yesterday morning, find- 
ing that the waves had subsided, they 
baled cut the boat with one of Cain’s 
shoes, and paddled over in her with a 
plank to the eastern shore where they 
were shortly afterwards found. 

Judge Webster and his son were 
caught out in the same squall. They 
were fishing from a boat near Doc. 
Woods’, and although close to the 
shore at the time, had great difficulty 
in making a landing. 

The mother of the Bellmere boys 
lives in Virginia. She was telegraph- 
ed fer last evening, came down on the 
train this morning, and took the stage 
for the lake. 

The water is known to be very deep 
in the portion of the lake where the 
disaster occurred, The bodies of the 
drowned may have sunk hundreds, 
perhaps thousands of feet to the bot- 
tom. From these cold depths it is 
doubiful that they will ever be recov- 
ered. The drowned in the deep por- 
tions of Tahoe never came to the sur- 
face. Decomposition goes on 80 
slowly in the cold water at great 
depths that gasses are not generated jn 
r quantity to float the body up. 

Heury Smidt, who was drowued, 
was a young German, about thirty 
years of age. He had a happy, cheer- 
ful disposition, and had many excel- 
lent qualities. His time for the last 
few years had been spent mostly at 
the lake in fishing, and in prospecting 
about its shores. He was an experi- 
enced boatman, and a tireles#*oars- 
man. He was well known in Reno, 
and for a time attended to the busi- 
ness of what is known as Winterman- 
tel's El Dorado saloon on Centre street.
